MONTANA  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  was  created  by  legislative  action,  signed 
into  law  March  15,  1901.  Membership  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  detailed  by 
law  (Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947,  Title  69,  Chapter  101): 

"There  is  hereby  created  'The  State  Board  of  Health  of 
the  State  of  Montana'  ....  which  shall  consist  of 
seven  (7)  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
three  (3)  of  whom  shall  have  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
medicine,  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  have  the  degree  of  doc- 
tor of  dental  surgery,  and  three  (3)  of  whom  shall  be 
lay  persons each  of  whom  has  demonstrated  intelligent 
and  active  interest  in  the  field  of  public  health  in 
Montana.  For  purposes  of  this  act  'lay  person'  is  here- 
by defined  as  any  person  who  does  not  hold  the  degree 
of  doctor  of  dental  surgery  or  doctor  of  medicine."

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AUTHORITY  OF  STATE  AGENCY 


The  enactment  by  the  Montana  Legislature  of  Chapters  269  and  270  of  the 
1947  Session  Laws  enabled  the  State  of  Montana  to  comply  with  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  original  Hospital  Survey  and  Construction  Act.  Chapter  270,  the 
Montana  Hospital  Survey  and  Construction  Act,  established  the  Board  of  Health 
as  the  sole  agency  for  the  administration  of  the  plan,  authorized  the  inventory 
and  survey  of  existing  hospital  facilities,  and  provided  for  an  Advisory  Council, 

It  was  necessary  to  amend  the  original  State  enabling  law  to  cover  the 
expanded  program  as  provided  by  the  Medical  Facilities  Survey  and  Construction 
Act  of  1954,  This  was  accomplished  by  Senate  Bill  No,  67,  signed  by  the 
Governor  March  4,  1955,  included  as  Chapter  215  of  the  1955  Montana  Session 
Laws , 


Governor  Tim  Babcock  designated  the  State  Board  of  Health  as  the  sole 
agency  to  implement  the  provisions  of  Public  Law  88-164,  cited  as  the  "Mental 
Retardation  Facilities  and  Community  Mental  Health  Centers  Construction  Act 
of  1963."  The  enabling  legislation  was  provided  by  Chapter  77  of  the  1965 
Montana  Session  Laws.  This  also  provided  for  the  "Hospital  and  Medical  Faci- 
lities Amendments  of  1964,"  Public  Law  88-443,  A copy  of  the  amended  Law  is 
included  in  this  Plan, 

Chapter  269  of  the  1947  Montana  Session  Laws  provided  for  the  licensing, 
inspection,  and  regulating-’of  hospitals  throughout  the  State,  The  Federal 
Act  required  that  minimum  standards  for  maintenance  and  operation  be  estab- 
lished for  hospitals  which  receive  Federal  aid  under  the  Act,  The  State 
Licensing  Law,  as  passed,  to  comply  with  the  Federal  Act  is  intended  to 
apply  to  all  hospitals  (except  Federal)  since  minimum  standards  are  equally 
desirable  for  all  operating  hospitals. 

Chapter  78  of  the  1965  Montana  Session  Laws  amends  the  Licensing  Law  to 
include  facilities  for  mental  diseases  and  mental  retardation.  It  also  pro- 
vides, in  Section  69-2910,  a hospital,  medical  and  related  facilities  advisory 
council  which  shall  consult  and  advise  the  board  in  matters  of  policy  affecting 
administration  of  the  Montana  Hospital,  Medical  and  Related  Facility  Survey 
and  Construction  Act  and  in  the  development  of  rules,  regulations  and  standards 
provided  under  the  Licensing  Act,  A copy  of  the  amended  Law  is  also  included 
in  this  Plan,

LICENSING  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  HOSPITALS  AND  RELATED  FACILITIES 


69-2901.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  act: 

(a)  "Hospital"  means  a place  devoted  primarily  to  the  maintenance  and 

operation  of  facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  treatment  or  care  for  not  less 
than  twenty-four  hours  in  any  week  of  two  or  more  nonrelated  individuals 
suffering  from  illness,  disease,  injury,  or  deformity,  or  a place  devoted 
primarily  to  providing  for  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  in  any  week  of 
obstetrical  or  other  medical  or  nursing  care  for  two  or  more  nonrelated  in- 
dividuals. The  term  hospital  includes  public  health  centers  and  medical 

faci 1 i ties , 

(b)  "Related  facility"  includes  a facility  devoted  to  the  diagnosis, 
treatment  or  care  of  individuals  suffering  from  mental  disease  or  mental  re- 
tardation. 

(c)  "Person"  means  any  individual,  firm,  partnership,  corporation, 
company,  association,  or  joint  stock  association,  and  the  legal  successor 
thereof, 

(d)  "Governmental  unit"  means  the  state,  or  any  county,  municipality, 
or  other  political  subdivision  or  any  department,  division,  board  or  other 
agency  of  any  of  the  foregoing, 

(e)  "Licensing  Agency"  means  the  state  board  of  health  of  the  state 
of  Montana.

The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  provide  for  the  development, 
establishment  and  enforcement  of  standards  (1)  for  the  care  of  individuals  in 
hospitals  and  related  facilities  and  (2)  for  the  construction,  alteration,  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  hospitals  and  related  facilities,  which  in  the  light 
of  advancing  knowledge,  will  promote  safe  and  adequate  care  of  such  individuals 
in  hospitals  and  related  facilities.

69-2905.  Issuance  and  renewal  of  license.  Upon  receipt  of  an  application 
for  license  and  the  license  fee,  the  board  shall  issue  a license  if  the 
applicant  and  hospital  or  related  facilities  meet  the  requirements  estab- 
lished under  this  law.  A license,  unless  sooner  suspended  or  revoked,  shall 
be  renewable  annually  upon  payment  of  a renewal  fee  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00) 
and  filing  by  the  licensee,  and  approval  by  the  board,  of  an  annual  report 
upon  such  uniform  dates  and  containing  such  information  in  such  form  as 
the  board  prescribed  by  regulation.  Each  license  shall  be  issued  only  for 
the  premises  and  persons  or  governmental  units  named  in  the  application  and 
shall  not  be  transferable  or  assignable  except  with  the  written  approval  of 
the  board.  Licenses  shall  be  posted  in  a conspicuous  place  on  licensed 
premises o

The  board 
after  notice  and  opportunity  for  hearing  to  the  applicant  or  licensee  is 
authorized  to  deny,  suspend  or  revoke  a license  in  any  case  in  which  it 
finds  that  there  has  been  a substantial  failure  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments established  under  this  law.

Such  notice  shall  be  effected  by  registered  mail,  or  by  personal  service 
setting  forth  the  particular  reasons  for  the  proposed  action  and  fixing  a date 
not  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  mailing  or  service,  at  which 
the  applicant  or  licensee  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  for  a prompt  and  fair 
hearing.  On  the  basis  of  any  such  hearing,  or  upon  default  of  the  applicant 
or  licensee  the  board  shall  make  a determination  specifying  its  findings  of 
fact  and  conclusions  of  law.  A copy  of  such  determination  shall  be  sent  by 
registered  mail  or  served  personally  upon  the  applicant  or  licensee.  The  de- 
cision revoking,  suspending  or  denying  the  license  or  application  shall  become 
final  thirty  days  after  it  is  so  mailed  or  served,  unless  the  applicant  or 
licensee  within  such  thirty  day  period,  commences  an  action  in  the  district 
court,  pursuant  to  section  69-2914. 

The  procedure  governing  hearings  authorized  by  this  section  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  rules  promulgated  by  the  board  with  the  advice  of  the  hospital, 
medical  and  related  facilities  advisory  council.  A full  and  complete  record 
shall  be  kept  of  all  proceedings,  and  all  testimony  shall  be  reported  but  need 
not  be  transcribed  unless  the  decision  is  reviewed  pursuant  to  section  69-2914, 
A copy  or  copies  of  the  transcript  may  be  obtained  by  any  interested  party  on 
payment  of  the  cost  of  preparing  such  copy  or  copies.  Witnesses  may  be  sub- 
poenaed by  either  party.

The 
governor  shall  appoint  a hospital,  medical  and  related  facilities  advisory 
council  to  advise  and  consult  with  the  board  in  carrying  out  the  admini- 
stration of  this  act  and  of  the  Montana  Hospital,  Medical  and  Related  Fa- 
cility Survey  and  Construction  Act,  The  council  shall  consist  of  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  state  board  of  health  (in  various  acts  designated  as 
"secretary"  of  said  board)  who  shall  serve  as  chairman  ex  officio,  the  state 
director  of  the  department  of  public  welfare,  ex  officio,  the  director  of 
public  institutions,  ex  officio,  and  representatives  of  nongovernmental 
organizations  or  groups,  and  of  public  agencies,  concerned  with  the  opera- 
tion, construction,  or  utilization  of  hospital,  medical  and  related  facili- 
ties and  representatives  of  consumers  familiar  with  the  need  for  the  services 
provided  by  such  facilities,  with  the  number  of  members  as  are  or  may  be 
required  on  said  council  as  a condition  of  eligibility  for  benefits  for 
hospital,  medical  and  related  facilities  under  any  federal  law.  Each  mem- 
ber shall  hold  office  for  a term  of  one  (1)  to  three  (3)  years,  as  desig- 
nated in  the  appointment,  except  that  any  member  appointed  to  fill  a 
vacancy  occurring  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  his  pre- 
decessor was  appointed  shall  be  appointed  for  the  remainder  of  such  term, 
and  the  terms  of  office  of  the  members  shall  expire,  as  designated  at  the 
time  of  appointment.  In  designating  the  duration  of  appointments,  the 
governor  shall  endeavor  to  avoid  expiration  of  more  than  one-third  of  the 
total  appointments  in  any  twelve  month  period.  Council  members  while 
serving  on  the  business  of  the  council  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  ten 
dollars  ($10.00)  per  diem,  and  also  their  actual  and  necessary  travel  and 
subsistence  expenses  while  so  serving  away  from  their  place  of  residence. 

The  council  shall  meet  as  frequently  as  the  chairman  deems  necessary,  but 
not  less  than  once  each  year.  Upon  request  by  one-third  or  more  of  the 
members,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  to  call  a meeting  of  the 
counci  1 .

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GOALS  AND  GENERAL  POLICY 


The  State  Plan  as  developed  originally,  and  revised  annually,  is  in 
accordance  with  the  basic  definitions,  standards,  and  methods  as  outlined 
in  the  Public  Health  Service  Act  and  Regulations,  and  adapted  for  planning 
purposes  to  meet  the  estimated  needs  in  Montana,  The  Plan  designates  loca- 
tions of  medical  installations,  based  upon  a study  and  analysis  of  available 
information  that  will  affect  present  and  future  trends  in  hospital  and  medi- 
cal facilities  requirements.  From  existing  hospitals  and  the  use  people 
make  of  them,  a determination  is  made  regarding  the  need  for  new  and/or 
additional  facilities. 

One  of  the  most  important  cornerstones  of  good  planning  is  a proper 
delineation  of  hospital  service  areas.  If  areas  are  not  accurate  geographic 
definitions  of  patient  origin  for  the  hospitals  and  medical  facilities  in 
the  areas,  even  the  application  of  utilization  formulas  will  not  give  an 
accurate  picture  of  the  needs  of  these  areas. 

In  the  light  of  past  experience,  the  hospital  service  areas  for  the  State 
of  Montana  have  been  drawn  and  grouped  around  the  trade  and  transportation 
patterns,  natural  geographic  boundaries,  and  highways  and  railroads,  to  re- 
flect more  accurately  the  flow  of  patients  from  outlying  areas  to  the  hos- 
pitals and  medical  facilities  in  the  rural  and  urban  areas  and  to  provide 
areas  large  enough  to  support  these  facilities  with  adequate  basic  services. 

While  a number  of  small  hospitals  are  needed  to  care  for  the  more  isolated 
areas  of  the  State,  it  must  be  recognized  that  the  smaller  hospital  cannot 
give  complete  care  to  a number  of  its  patients  due  to  its  necessarily  limited 
services.  It  is  therefore  recommended,  that  where  bed  need  exists,  that  new 
bed  construction  go  to  an  existing  facility  and  that  the  larger  hospitals 
extend  their  services  so  that  they  may  offer  complete  general  hospital  care. 
This  complete  general  hospital  care,  recommended  for  hospitals  over  75  beds, 
should  include  not  only  normal  services,  but  some  of  the  aspects  of  rehabi- 
litation, acute  psychiatric,  long-term  care  facilities,  organized  outpatient 
care  and,  perhaps,  even  facilities  for  Public  Health  workers. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  smaller  hospitals  in  a service  area  be  affili- 
ated with  the  area,  or  regional,  hospital  as  closely  as  possible  so  that 
patient  care  can  be  carried  out  at  the  highest  standards  of  care  and  as  ef- 
ficiently as  possible.  Also  long-term  care  facilities  should  have  an  estab- 
lished procedure  for  the  transfer  of  a patient  to  a hospital  without  undue 
delay  when  such  transfer  is  determined  necessary  by  the  attending  physician, 
or  in  case  of  an  illness. 

The  State  Agency  will  continue  to  pursue  a policy  of  close  cooperation 
with  all  agencies,  planning  groups  and  other  interested  parties  in  developing 
the  State  Plan,  While  there  are  no  organized  local  planning  councils  in 
Montana,  local  community  groups  are  encouraged  to  plan  for  hospital  and 
medical  facilities  on  a community  and  area  basis. 

Governor  Tim  Babcock,  in  May  1964,  designated  the  Montana  State  Board 
of  Health  as  the  Mental  Retardation  Planning  Agency  for  Montana,  Mary  E. 
Soules,  M,  D,,  M.P.H,,  Director  of  the  Division  of  Disease  Control,  State 
Board  of  Health,  was  named  director  of  this  mental  retardation  planning 
program  by  John  S,  Anderson,  M,  D, , M.P.H,,  Executive  Officer  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  Mrs,  Maxine  S,  Homer,  health  education  consultant,  was 
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named  the  coordinator.  Dr,  Anderson  also  named  Robert  J.  Munzenrider, 
Director  of  Hospital  Facilities,  to  be  in  charge  of  the  construction  phase 
of  the  program. 

The  Governor,  in  1963,  directed  the  state  mental  health  authority  to 
develop  a comprehensive  mental  health  plan  for  Montana,  and  the  State  Board 
of  Health  to  administer  the  construction  phase  of  the  Federal  Community 
Mental  Health  Centers  Act. 

The  Executive  Officer  and  various  division  directors  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  have  participated  in  a major  degree  in  the  formulations  of  the  com- 
mittees for  mental  health  and  mental  retardation.  Since  the  State  Board  of 
Health  has  been  administering  the  Hi  11 -Burton  Program  in  Montana  since  1947, 
there  is  a correlation  between  the  three  construction  programs. 

Because  Montana  has  neither  a medical  school  nor  a teaching  hospital 
it  is  not  possible  to  participate  in  the  Health  Professions  Educational 
Assistance  Act  established  under  the  authority  of  Public  Law  88-129.  This 
act  provides  for  Federal  assistance  with  the  cost  of  the  construction  of 
schools  of  medicine,  osteopathy,  pharmacy,  dentistry,  optometry,  podiatry, 
public  health  and  teaching  hospitals  affiliated  with  medical  and  osteopathic 
schools  o 

Public  Law  88-581,  The  Nurse  Training  Act,  provides  Federal  construc- 
tion grants  to  assist  with  the  cost  of  constructing  schools  of  nursing.  The 
State  Board  of  Health  will  assist  interested  groups  in  every  way  possible 
In  seeking  aid  in  providing  these  facilities,  if  needed. 

The  Public  Health  Service  Regulations  require  that  the  latest  figures 
of  civilian  population,  certified  by  the  Federal  Department  of  Commerce,  be 
used  for  planning  purposes  and  that  such  population  be  distributed  among  the 
various  areas.  This  also  applies  to  projected  population.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  plan,  the  July  1,  1964  Provisional  Estimate  of  Civilian  Population 
of  the  U,  S.  Bureau  of  Census  is  being  used.  On  this  basis,  Montana  has  a 
population  of  695.000  with  a projected  population  of  739,000  in  1970, 

Bed  needs  are  determined  in  accordance  with  Section  53.11  of  the  Public 
Health  Service  Regulations,  This  states  that;  "The  total  number  of  beds 
for  acute  and  long-term  illness  required  to  provide  adequate  service  to  the 
people  residing  in  any  state  shall  be  the  total  of  such  beds  required  for 
individual  service  areas  within  the  state.  The  number  of  beds  required  for 
each  service  area  shall  be  determined  by  the  State  Agency  as  follows: 

(a)  For  general  hospitals, 

(1)  Step  (i)  Multiply  the  current  area  use  rate  (area  patient  days 
per  1000  current  area  population  per  year)  by  the  projected  area  population 
(in  thousands)  and  divide  by  365  to  obtain  a projected  area  average  daily 
census ; 


Step  (ii)  Divide  the  projected  area  average  daily  census  by  0.80 
(occupancy  factor)  and  add  10  to  obtain  the  number  of  beds  needed  in  the  area. 
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(2)  By  a different  method  which  shall  (i)  incorporate,  as  a minimum,  area 
utilization  experience,  projected  area  population  and  a desirable  occupancy 
factor,  (ii)  be  submitted  to  the  Surgeon  General  for  approval  prior  to  its 

use  in  the  State  plan. 

(3)  State  agencies  may  adjust  the  bed  need,  as  determined  by  one  of 

the  above  methods,  for  specific  areas  with  unusual  circumstances  or  conditions; 
any  such  adjustments  must  be  fully  explained  and  justified  in  the  State  plan. 

(b)  For  facilities  for  long-term  care, 

(1)  Step  (i)  Multiply  the  current  area  use  rate  (area  patient  days  per 
1000  current  area  population  per  year)  by  the  projected  area  population  (in 
thousands)  and  divide  by  365  to  obtain  a projected  area  average  daily  census; 

Step  (ii)  Divide  the  projected  area  average  daily  census  by  0.90 
(occupancy  factor)  and  add  10  to  obtain  the  number  of  beds  needed  in  the 
area,  or 

(2)  By  a different  method  which  shall  (i)  incorporate,  as  a minimum, 
area  utilization  experience,  projected  area  population  and  a desirable  occu- 
pancy factor,  and  (ii)  be  submitted  to  the  Surgeon  General  for  approval  prior 
to  Its  use  in  the  State  plan. 

(3)  State  agencies  shall  take  into  consideration  (i)  adjustment  of  bed 
need,  as  determined  by  one  of  the  above  methods,  for  areas  in  which  a change 
in  use  rate  is  anticipated,  and  (ii)  the  use  of  area  population  age  65  and 
over,  where  appropriate,  in  place  of  total  area  population  in  determining 
bed  need  for  long-term  careo" 

Montana's  bed  needs  were  determined  by  the  first  method  for  general  hos- 
pitals and  long-term  care,  respectively.  However,  in  the  long-term  care 
category,  many  areas  have  no  utilization  experience  since  there  are  no  beds 
in  the  area,  or  due  to  an  insufficient  number  of  beds  in  the  area  which  shows 
a low  utilization.  In  determining  the  long-term  care  bed  needs,  a use  factor 
of  888  was  used.  This  use  rate  is  the  average  of  twelve  (12)  service  areas 
in  Montana  having  reasonable  utilization  experience. 

The  1960  Census  indicates  that  9.7%  of  Montana's  population  is  65  years 
and  over.  The  percentages  range  from  5.9%  for  Glacier  County  to  15,2%  for 
Sweet  Grass  County.  The  number  of  persons  age  65  and  over  for  each  service 
area  are  shown  in  the  table  which  reflects  the  estimated  population  for  each 
service  area.  In  the  final  determination  of  bed  needs,  an  adjustment  for  a 
20%  increase  was  made.  This  adjustment  is  based  on  past  experience,  in  that 
nursing  homes  constructed,  with  and  without  Federal  assistance,  are  filled 
within  30  days  after  being  opened  and  in  many  instances  have  long  waiting 
lists. 

The  service  area  bed  needs  have  been  distributed  in  the  communities  on 
the  basis  of  bed  needs  for  the  service  area  divided  by  the  number  of  persons 
aged  65  and  over,  in  the  service  area,  times  the  number  of  persons  aged  65 
and  over  in  the  community,  or  by  formula: 

Beds  needed  in  Service  Area 

Community  bed  needs  = Area  population“”i¥TF6L^  age  65  and  over 

times  community  population  in  thousands, 
age  65  and  over 
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The  Hill-Harris  amendments  to  the  Hill-Burton  Act  (the  Hospital  and 
Medical  Facilities  Amendment  of  1964)  focused  attention  on  the  need  for 
modernization  or  replacement  of  public  and  nonprofit  hospital  and  other 
health  facilities^  As  a result  of  these  amendments,  plant  evaluations 
were  made  of  Montana  hospitals  and  most  medical  facilities  utilizing 
forms  supplied  by  the  Public  Health  Service. 

In  accordance  with  Section  53.13  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Regu- 
lations, existing  beds  are  classified  as  conforming  or  nonconforming 
according  to  specific  standards  of  plant  evaluation.  These  standards 
include: 

(1)  Fire-resistivity  of  each  building; 

(2)  Fire  and  other  safety  factors  of  each  building; 

(3)  Design  and  structural  factors  affecting  the  function 
of  nursing  units; 

(4)  Design  and  structural  factors  affecting  the  function 
of  service  departments. 

The  plant  evaluations  for  each  facility  were  used  in  preparing  the  Inventory 
of  Inpatient  Facilities  as  shown  in  this  plan.  The  inventory  includes  exist- 
ing facilities,  facilities  under  construction  and  those  facilities  for  which 
Part  1 of  the  Project  Construction  Application  has  been  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  and  the  Public  Health  Service, 

This  revision  of  the  State  plan  establishes  a priority  sequence  for 
construction  and  modernization.  Applications  received  will  be  processed 
on  the  basis  of  conformance  with  the  State  plan,  area  priority  and  the 
availability  of  Federal  funds.  In  the  long-term  care  category,  no  appli- 
cation for  construction  of  a sub-unit  to  a general  hospital  will  be  con- 
sidered for  less  than  10  beds.  Applications  for  long-term  care  facilities 
which  are  not  sub-units  of  a general  hospital  must  provide  for  25  or  more 
beds . 


To  receive  consideration  as  a Chronic  Disease  Hospital  facility,  the 
applicant  must  demonstrate  that  the  proposed  project  will  provide  organized 
programs  of  specialized  rehabilitative  services  for  care  of  chronically  ill 
patients.  The  facility  shall  provide  a minimum  of  25  beds  and  be  operated 
as  a part  of  a general  hospital  of  100  or  more  beds,  except  in  unusual  cir- 
cumstances. The  applicant  shall  demonstrate  that  there  is  active  community 
interest  in  facilities  and  services  for  the  diagnosis,  treatment,  care  and 
rehabilitation  of  the  chronically  ill,  that  there  are  existing  outlet  faci- 
lities, including  nursing  homes  and  custodial  institutions  for  the  aged,  and 
programs  and  services  for  the  chronically  ill  patients  requiring  long-term 
care.

NORTHWESTERN 


DEVELOPMENT  OF  SERVICE  AREAS  FOR  PLANNING 


Twenty  Three  (23)  service  areas  have  been  established  for  planning  general 
hospital,  long-term  care,  and  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities.  These  are 
designated  as  rural  and  intermediate  areas,  there  being  sixteen  (16)  rural 
areas  and  seven  (7)  intermediate  areas.  To  further  assist  in  planning,  the 
State  has  been  divided  into  five  (5)  regions  as  shown  on  the  map  on  Page  34. 

Area  boundaries  do  not  in  all  cases  coincide  with  political  areas.  Areas 
for  planning  have  been  established  on  the  basis  of  socio-economic  factors, 
trade  areas,  transportation  systems  including  time-distance  factors,  geo- 
graphical features  and  existing  patterns  of  medical  care. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  will  continue  to  study  area  boundaries  and 
propose  changes  when  needed  to  accurately  reflect  shifts  in  population,  new 
transportation  arteries  and  other  significant  factors. 


DETERMINATION  OF  RELATIVE  NEED  AND  PRIORITY 

The  number  of  beds  for  acute  and  long-term  illness  required  to  provide 
adequate  service  to  each  planning  area  has  been  determined  in  accordance  with 
Section  53.11  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Regulations.  The  methods  used 
are  outlined  in  some  detail  on  Pages  24  and  25  of  this  plan. 

In  determining  the  priorities  of  projects  to  be  recommended  for  Federal 
grants-in-aid,  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  considered  both  those  projects 
initially  approved  under  the  program  and  facilities  under  construction  without 
federal  financial  assistance  as  existing  facilities. 


The  priority  ranking  as  applied  to  individual  service  areas  is  based  on 
the  range  of  percentage  of  needs  met  for  acute  and  long-term  facilities.  This 
priority  of  projects  has  been  developed  in  accordance  with  Section  53.81  to 
53.87  inclusive  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Regulations.  These  rankings  ap- 
ply to  both  new  construction  and  modernization.

DIAGNOSTIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTERS 


Section  53.1  (g)  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Regulations  defines  a 
Diagnostic  and  Treatment  Center  as  "A  facility  providing  community  service 
for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  ambulatory  patients  (out-patients),  which 
is  operated  in  connection  with  a hospital,  or  in  which  patient  care  is  under 
the  professional  supervision  of  persons  licensed  to  practice  medicine  or  sur- 
gery in  the  State,  or,  in  the  case  of  dental  diagnosis  or  treatment,  under 
the  professional  supervision  of  persons  licensed  to  practice  dentistry  in 
the  State.  This  includes  outpatient  departments  and  clinics  of  public  or 
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nonprofit  hospitals."  For  purposes  of  planning  adequate  services,  it  is 
accepted  that  the  basic  minimum  facility  to  be  classified  as  a Diagnostic 
and  Treatment  Center  must  include  a clinical  laboratory  and  X-ray. 

It  is  recognized  that  every  physician's  office  is  primarily  a diag- 
nostic or  diagnostic  and  treatment  center  v^hich  may  be  adequate  for  the 
need  of  many  patients,  depending  on  the  nature  and  seriousness  of  the  ill- 
ness = However,  the  need  for  and  use  of  more  complicated  modern  equipment 
for  exact  diagnosis  is  becoming  increasingly  more  important.  Exact  infor- 
mation is  not  available  regarding  the  extent  to  which  basic  services  are 
available  in  the  physicians'  offices  throughout  the  State  since  they  were 
not  included  in  the  inventory  of  existing  centers.  Such  services  will, 
however,  be  taken  into  consideration  in  planning  new  facilities. 

In  Montana  most  of  the  population  is  concentrated  in  the  urban  centers 
with  considerable  distance  between  the  smaller  towns.  Because  of  the 
sparsely  populated  rural  areas  it  is  felt  that  the  general  hospital  ser- 
vice areas  are  suitable  for  consideration  of  available  and  needed  diag- 
nostic and  treatment  services.  There  are  existing  acceptable  community 
hospitals  in  all  areas  where  basic  X-ray  and  laboratory  services  are 
available  for  outpatient  use  on  an  unorganized  basis.  Such  facilities 
are  not  included  in  the  Inventory  of  Diagnostic  or  Treatment  Centers  as 
giving  "significant"  service  since  complete  statistics  are  not  available, 
and  "significant"  is  a relative  measure  depending  on  the  demand  for  service 
However,  since  many  of  the  rural  hospitals  are  new,  their  facilities  appear 
to  be  adequate  for  basic  services.  Other  services  are  referred  to  the 
larger  hospitals.  The  hospitals  with  unorganized  facilities  will  be  con- 
sidered when  planning  for  additional  services. 

There  are  9 general  hospitals  in  intermediate  hospital  service  areas 
which  have  acceptable  organized  outpatient  clinics.  Seven  of  these  faci- 
lities offer  therapeutic  X-ray  service. 

Section  53.51  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Regulations  provides  that 
diagnostic  and  treatment  centers  shall  be  planned  in  sufficient  number  to 
make  at  least  the  basic  minimum  services  readily  available  to  all  persons 
in  the  State.  Provision  of  the  basic  minimum  services  requires  facilities 
for  examination  of  patients  by  a physician  or  a dentist,  and  the  provision 
of  clinical  laboratory  and  diagnostic  X-ray  services. 

In  accordance  with  Section  53.52  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Regu- 
lations, diagnostic  and  treatment  centers  are  to  be  distributed  to  faci- 
litate the  necessary  relationship  between  hospitals  and  diagnostic  or 
treatment  centers.  The  diagnostic  and  treatment  centers  are  planned  in 
the  same  areas  used  for  distribution  of  general  hospitals  and  facilities 
for  long-term  care. 

In  determining  the  need  for  additional  facilities  for  diagnostic  or 
treatment  services  special  consideration  will  be  given  to  areas  in  which 
there  is  a shortage  of  services  provided  by  private  physicians  and  dentists 
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Section  53.84  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Regulations  states  that  for 
new  construction  the  priority  of  diagnostic  and  treatment  centers,  projects 
shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  relative  need  for  additional  diagnostic 
or  treatment  services  in  the  area  to  be  served  by  the  project  taking  into 
account  existing  available  services  and  their  utilization. 

It  is  recognized  that  there  may  be  a need  for  diagnostic  or  treatment 
centers  in  outlying  areas  of  the  State;  however,  no  specific  areas  are  desig- 
nated in  this  plan.  Basic  considerations  used  in  determining  priority  factors 
are  as  follows: 

A.  The  availability  of  basic  diagnostic  and  treatment  centers  in 
hospitals  through  the  state, 

B.  The  extent  to  which  services  are  available  in  local  physicians' 
and  dentists'  offices. 

C.  The  extension  of  laboratory,  pathological,  and  X-ray  services 
of  the  larger  hospitals  to  the  smaller  hospitals  and  local 
physi ci ans , 

D.  The  availability  of  professional  staff  in  the  urban  centers. 

E.  The  ability  of  the  larger  hospitals  to  finance  and  operate  mul- 
ti-service centers. 


Relative  need  will  be  determined  within  the  following  general  categories: 

Group  A - Service  areas  with  no  suitable  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities. 

Group  B - Intermediate  areas  with  a hospital  which  needs  an  acceptable 
outpatient  department. 

Group  C - General  hospitals  in  need  of  additional  outpatient  facilities 
for  expanded  and/or  additional  services. 

Group  D - Areas  where  no  additional  organized  services  are  needed. 

Prior  to  approval  of  any  application,  need  for  the  facility  must  be 
established  by  supporting  information  covering  all  existing  diagnostic  and 
treatment  services  (including  those  in  private  offices)  available  in  the 
communities  and^justification  for  additional  facilities.  Applications  for 
construction  projects  will  be  considered  in  order  of  their  relative  priority 
group. 


As  other  needs  develop,  a more  detailed  priority  schedule  can  be  developed 
on  an  areas  or  regional  basis. 


For  modernization,  the  priority  is  determined  by  the  ratio  of  existing 
confonning  outpatient  facilities  in  such  areas.  On  this  basis,  the  priority 
ranking  is:

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TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITALS 


The  Public  Health  Service  Regulations  in  Section  53.21  state  that  the 
number  of  beds  required  to  provide  adequate  hospital  services  for  tubercu- 
losis patients  shall  be  determined: 

(a)  In  relation  to  the  development  of  outpatient  and  community  based 
programs  and  not  as  isolated  inpatient  programs;  and, 

(b)  On  an  estimated  average  occupancy  rate  of  at  least  80  percent  of 
the  current  years  existing  beds,  except  where  a lower  rate  is  justified  by 
the  State  Agency, 

The  State  Pulmonary  Disease  Hospital  (formerly  the  Montana  State  Tuber- 
culosis Sanitarium)  at  Galen  has  245  beds  in  operation  with  an  occupancy  rate 
of  63o9  percent.  This  occupancy  rate  includes  patients  with  silicosis  and 
chronic  chest  diseases  as  well  as  tuberculosis  patients.  Modern  treatment 
techniques  and  medicines  combined  with  an  efficient  program  of  early  detec- 
tion have  greatly  reduced  incidence  of  severity  and  length  of  a patient's 
hospital  stay. 

The  reportable  cases  of  active  and  probably  active  tuberculosis  in 
Montana  in  1963  and  1964  were  127  and  120  respectively.  On  the  basis  of 
245  beds,  the  available  beds  per  case  are  1.93  for  1963  and  2.06  for  1964. 

In  view  of  this,  the  State  Board  of  Health  does  not  anticipate  a need  for 
additional  facilities.  Therefore,  no  priority  system  for  the  expenditure 
of  Federal  funds  for  this  category  has  been  prepared  and  the  relative  need 
report  has  been  omitted. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  FACILITIES 


The  Public  Health  Service  Regulations,  Section  53.31,  state  that  the 
State  Plan  developed  under  the  Community  Mental  Health  Centers  Act,  Public 
Law  88-164,  and  regulations  thereunder  shall  constitute  that  portion  of  the 
plan  for  mental  health  services,  beds  and  facilities  required  under  the 
Federal  Act  (Hi  11 -Burton  program). 

Public  Law  88-164  contains  non-duplication  provisions  for  the  construc- 
tion of  Mental  Health  Centers  and  Facilities  for  the  Mentally  Retarded.  Hill- 
Burton  funds  may  therefore  not  be  used  to  assist  in  constructing  a community 
mental  health  center  project,  or  a portion  thereof,  as  described  in  the 
legislation,  within  the  State  when  funds  are  available  for  such  a project 
from  the  State's  allotment  under  Public  Law  88-164.  Instances  will  occur, 
however,  where  funds  are  not  available  for  mental  health  facilities  projects 
under  Public  Law  88-164  and  the  commitment  of  Hi  11 -Burton  funds  to  such  a 
project  by  the  approval  of  a Part  I of  the  application  may  be  legal  and  ap- 
propri ate. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  CENTERS 

A public  health  center  is  defined  as  a publicly  owned  facility  utilized 
by  a local  health  unit  for  the  provision  of  public  health  services,  including 
related  publicly  owned  facilities  such  as  laboratories,  clinics,  and  admini- 
strative offices  operated  in  connection  with  public  health  centers. 
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A local  health  unit  is  a single  county,  city,  county-city,  or  local 
district  unit  where  the  primary  function  of  the  State  district  unit  is 
the  direct  provision  of  public  health  services  to  the  population  under 
its  jurisdiction. 

The  Public  Health  Service  Regulations  state  that  the  number  of  public 
health  centers  to  be  planned  in  the  State  shall  be  adequate  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  people  of  the  State.  The  need  shall  be  determined  after  con- 
sultation with  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  with  local  health  departments 
where  such  departments  are  operating  independent  units.  The  general  method 
of  distribution  of  public  health  centers  throughout  the  State  shall  conform 
to  the  plan  of  organization  of  local  health  units  within  the  State. 

Highest  priority  in  this  category  will  be  given  to  the  provision  of 
facilities  for  local  health  units  serving  rural  communities  and  communi- 
ties with  relatively  small  financial  resources.  Each  application  for 
construction  of  a public  health  center  or  local  health  office  will  be 
evaluated  as  to  staffing  and  program  to  be  provided. 


REHABILITATION  FACILITIES 


The  Public  Health  Service  Regulations,  in  Section  53.1,  (h)  define  a 
rehabilitation  facility  as: 

(1)  A facility  providing  community  service  which  is  operated  for 
the  primary  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  rehabilitation  of 
disabled  persons  through  an  integrated  program  under  competent 
professional  supervision  of  (i)  medical  evaluation  and  ser- 
vices, and  (ii)  psychological,  social,  or  vocational  evalua- 
tion and  services.  The  major  portion  of  the  required 
evaluation  and  services  must  be  furnished  within  the  facility; 
and  the  facility  must  be  operated  either  in  connection  with 

a hospital  or  as  a facility  in  which  all  medical  and  related 
health  services  are  prescribed  by,  or  are  under  the  general 
direction  of  persons  licensed  to  practice  medicine  or  surgery 
in  the  State. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  this  paragraph: 

(i)  An  integrated  program  brings  together  as  a team  specialized 
personnel  from  the  (a)  medical,  and  (b)  psychological,  social, 
or  vocational  areas  for  the  purpose  of  pooling  information, 
interpretations  and  opinions  for  the  development  of  a re- 
habilitation plan  of  services  in  which  the  disabled  individual 
is  viewed  as  a whole.  When  members  of  the  team  contribute  to 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  illness,  their  contributions 
must  be  coordinated  under  medical  responsibility.  These 
integrated  services  may  be  provided  in  a facility  to  care 
for  many  types  of  disabilities  or  a single  type  of  disability. 
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(ii)  A disabled  person  is  an  individual  who  has  a physical  or 
mental  condition  which,  to  a material  degree,  limits,  con 
tributes  to  limiting,  or  if  not  corrected,  will  probably 
result  in  limiting,  the  individual's  performance  or  ac- 
tivities to  the  extent  of  constituting  a substantial 
physical,  mental,  or  vocational  handicap„ 

(iii)  Medical  service,  in  the  case  of  a rehabilitation  facility 
operated  in  connection  with  a hospital,  means  a service 
under  the  direct  personal  supervision  of  a medical  director, 
varied  and  extensive  availability  of  specialized  consultant, 
physical  and  occupational  therapy  department  and  occupational 
therapy  services,  and  medical  evaluation, 

''iy)  Medical  service,  in  the  case  of  a rehabilitation  facility 
not  operated  in  connection  with  a hospital,  means  medical 
supervision,  availability  by  agreement  of  medical  con- 
sultant, and  evaluation  and  services  suitable  to  the  needs 
of  the  disabled  persons  to  be  served. 

(v)  Social  service  means  evaluation  and  services  by  a qualified 
social  worker  in  amounts  and  variety  appropriate  to  the 
rehabilitation  needs  of  the  disabled  persons  to  be  served, 

(vi)  Psychological  service  means  evaluation  and  services  by  a 
qualified  psychologist  in  amounts  and  variety  appropriate 
to  the  rehabilitation  needs  of  the  disabled  persons  to  be 
served, 

(vii)  Vocational  service,  in  the  case  of  a rehabilitation  facility 
operated  in  connection  with  a hospital,  means  evaluation 
and  services  by  a qualified  vocational  rehabilitation 
counselor  in  amounts  and  variety  appropriate  to  the  rehar 
bilitation  needs  of  the  disabled  persons  to  be  served, 

(viii)  Vocational  service,  in  the  case  of  a rehabilitation  facility 
not  operated  in  connection  with  a hospital,  means  those 
vocational  services  required  in  hospitals  plus  a variety 
of  vocational  services  appropriate  to  the  program  and  the 
persons  to  be  served,  such  as  prevocational  exploration, 
work  evaluation  and  vocational  training. 

The  Public  Health  Service  Regulations  in  Section  53,61  state: 

"(a)  Rehabilitation  facilities  shall  be  planned  by 
each  state  so  that  all  persons  in  the  State  shall  have  access 
to  integrated  rehabilitation  services  for  all  types  of  disa- 
bilitieSc  The  facility  or  facilities  may  be  programmed  in  the 
State  or  by  joint  planning  with  one  or  more  other  States  to 
serve  the  residents  of  such  States,  In  determining  the  number 
of  rehabilitation  facilities  and  services  needed,  the  State 
shall  consider  such  factors  as  the  particular  needs  of  the 
population  to  be  served  and  the  scope  and  nature  of  service 
of  the  existing  and  proposed  facilities," 
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Section  53.62  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Regulations  states: 

"In  determining  the  need  for  additional  rehabilitation 
services  as  a basis  for  distribution  of  rehabilitation  facili- 
ties, consideration  shall  be  given  to  (a)  rehabilitation  ser- 
vices provided  in  existing  facilities,  avoiding  duplication 
and  overlapping  of  services;  and  (b)  availability  of  rehabili- 
tation services  to  people  in  all  geographical  areas." 

The  distribution  of  rehabilitation  facilities  is  programmed  on  a state- 
wide basis,  the  number,  size,  type  and  location  depending  upon  consideration 
of  the  following  factors: 

(a)  Availability  of  medical,  para-medical  and  other 
professional  or  trained  personnel  to  provide  the  necessary 
evaluation  and  services. 

(b)  The  extent  to  which  various  types  of  disabilities 
will  be  provided  for, 

(c)  The  extent  to  which  the  facility  will  be  avail- 
able for  teaching  purposes. 


INFORMATION  ON  REHABILITATION  SERVICES 

A rehabilitation  unit  is  included  in  an  addition  to  the  St.  Vincent 
Hospital  at  Billings.  The  various  groups  interested  in  rehabilitation  ser- 
vices have  planned  their  respective  programs  of  service,  which  have  been 
given  without  facilities  wherein  coordinated  services  in  the  four  major 
fields  of  treatment  could  be  offered.  Local  pediatricians,  orthodontists, 
surgeons,  social  workers  and  nursing  personnel  have  been  used  wherever 
possible. 

The  Division  of  Child  Health  Services  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
offers  diagnostic  case-finding  services  to  children  at  Crippled  Children's 
Clinics.  These  are  held  once  a year  in  twelve  to  thirteen  areas  of  the 
State,  Any  child  with  a handicapping  condition  can  be  referred  by  the 
family  physician,  public  health  nurses,  social  workers  or  teachers.  Usually 
the  clinics  are  held  in  the  same  location,  in  hospitals  or  health  depart- 
ments, with  access  to  diagnostic  laboratory  and  X-ray  facilities.  The 
clinic  teams  consist  of  an  orthopedic  surgeon,  pediatrician,  an  orthopedic 
nursing  consultant  from  the  State  Board  of  Health,  local  public  health 
nurses  and  local  welfare  workers. 

The  recommendations  based  on  findings  at  the  Clinics  may  be  carried 
out  through  the  family  physician.  If  further  diagnostic  workup  or  treat- 
ment facilities  are  needed,  this  can  be  arranged  for  in  one  of  the  larger 
towns  nearest  the  child's  home.  These  workups  are  done  by  Board  Certified 
or  Board  Eligible  physicians  in  the  appropriate  specialities.  These  faci- 
lities include  speech  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  physical  therapy, 
mental  hygiene  evaluation  and/or  therapy,  surgical  follow-up.  The  families 
of  children  needing  these  services,  but  not  able  financially  to  obtain  them, 
apply  to  the  Division  of  Child  Health  Services  for  aid.  All  the  above 
facilities  are  not  available  in  one  building,  but  are  available  within 
short  distances  in  one  town  (i,e.  Missoula,  Great  Falls,  Butte,  Billings , Helena) . 
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Shodalr  Crippled  Children's  Hospital  in  Helena  has  facilities  used 
by  the  Division  of  Child  Health  Services  for  inpatients,  or  outpatients 
for  nursing  supervision,  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  orthopedic 
and  pediatric  and  otolarnygol ic  supervision  and  education. 

There  are  three  cleft  palate  teams  (Great  Falls,  Helena,  Billings), 
sponsored  by  the  Division  of  Child  Health  Services,  All  cleft  palate 
children  in  Montana  are  eligible  for  evaluation  by  the  team,  which  con- 
sists of  surgeon,  orthodontist,  prosthodontist,  pediatrician,  speech  and 
hearing  therapist  and  public  health  nursing  consultant  and  medical-social 
consultant.  Treatment  recommended  by  the  team  is  carried  out,  for  the 

most  part,  by  members  of  the  team,  except  in  a few  cases  where  facilities 

are  available  locally.  Financial  assistance  is  provided  where  the  case 
is  accepted  for  aid  under  the  program.  One  team  uses  mental  hygiene  faci- 
lities available  in  Great  Falls,  Billings  uses  the  program  at  the  Center 
for  Handicapped  Children,  and  the  Helena  team  uses  the  facilities  closest 
to  the  child's  home.  The  Great  Falls  team  meets  in  the  Health  Department, 
the  Helena  team  meets  at  Shodair  Hospital,  and  the  Billings  team  meets  in 
the  Center  for  Cerebral  Palsy  and  Handicapped  Children  in  Billings. 

The  Center  for  Cerebral  Palsy  and  Handicapped  Children  is  a joint  pro- 
ject of  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health,  the  Eastern  Montana  College  of 

Education  and  the  Billings  school  system.  The  Billings  Kiwanis  Club  sup- 
ports the  Center  financially  for  certain  needs.  The  Center  is  housed  in 
the  Eastern  Montana  College  of  Education,  It  provides  education  facilities, 
physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy,  orthopedic  and 
pediatric  supervision,  psychiatrist,  psychologist,  public  health  nursing, 
and  has  access  to  mental  hygiene  facilities  within  one-half  block  of  the 
Center.  It  has  consultative  services  of  all  other  medical  specialities 
present  in  Billings,  and  diagnostic  tests  through  two  hospitals  in  Billings, 
There  is  no  residence  hall  for  children  enrolled  in  school.  All  these 
children  live  in  the  Billings  area,  in  their  own  homes  or  in  foster  homes. 
Outpatient  clinics  serve  the  entire  state,  with  referral  back  to  the  local 
community  for  follow-up  care  between  clinic  visits.  Often  there  are  no 
local  facilities  and  the  child  is  either  referred  to  one  of  the  nearest 
facilities  or  the  family  must  return  to  Billings  for  care, 

A Rheumatic  Fever  and  Heart  Diagnostic  Center  is  maintained  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health  with  the  outpatient  office  in  the  Montana  Deaconess 
Hospital  in  Great  Falls,  Equipment  has  also  been  purchased  and  installed 
in  the  Montana  Deaconess  Hospital  for  inpatient  diagnostic  work.  The  Center 
serves  all  Montana  physicians  on  a diagnostic  and  consultative  basis  and 
all  patients  must  be  referred  to  the  Center  by  a physician  in  Montana, 
Routine  studies  are  made  there  which  include  a careful  history,  physical 
examination,  electrocardiogram,  complete  laboratory  blood  work,  fluoroscopic 
examination  and  nurse  interviewing.  Procedures  at  the  Hospital  Center  con- 
sist of  cardiac  catheterizations  and  angiocardiography.  These  procedures 
make  1t  usually  possible  for  the  physicians  to  determine  the  exact  defect 
in  the  patient's  heart,  and  thus  if  so  indicated  corrective  surgery  can  be 
recommended.  Reports  are  made  to  the  referring  physician.  Heart  surgery 
is  seldom  done  at  the  Center  or  by  any  of  the  diagnostic  team.  The  patient 
and  his  own  physician  determine  how,  when,  and  where  to  follow  the  recom- 
mendation as  in  any  other  type  of  consultation  service. 
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Through  its  Crippled  Children's  program  financial  assistance  is  given 
for  many  handicapping  conditions.  Very  few  cases  (congenital  heart  disease, 
rare  urinary  anomalies  of  small  infants,  and  some  plastic  surgery)  are  sent 
out  of  the  state  for  care.  In-state  hospitals  used  by  the  Division  are  in 
Billings,  Butte,  Great  Falls,  Helena  and  Missoula.  Specialists  available 
are  orthopedists,  pediatricians,  internal  medicine,  neurosurgery,  urology, 
chest  surgery,  plastic  surgery,  general  surgery,  otolaryngology,  orthodontia, 
prosthedontia,  radiology  and  anesthesia.  Facilities  for  physician  therapy, 
occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy  and  mental  hygiene  therapy,  are  also 
available  in  these  towns,  either  in  a hospital  situation  or  other  facility. 

The  Missoula  Crippled  Children  Association  operates  the  Missoula 
Crippled  Children  and  Adults  Rehabilitation  Center  at  Missoula.  This  is 
located  in  rented  space  in  the  basement  of  the  Missoula  Community  Hospital. 
The  Center  provides  medical,  psychological,  social  and  vocational  rehabili- 
tation services  for  multiple  disabilities  on  an  inpatient  and  outpatient 
basis  for  children  and  adults. 

Cases  treated  include  cerebral  palsy,  multiple  sclerosis,  spinal  in- 
juries, neurological,  backs,  arthritis,  fractures,  strokes  and  amputations. 
The  Center  provides  the  following  facilities  and  services:  physical  therapy, 

occupational  therapy,  artificial  applicance  facilities,  speech  therapy. 

It  also  provides  undergraduate  training  for  physical  therapists  for  clini- 
cal practice  in  cooperation  with  the  Montana  State  University.  The  Center 
also  operates  a rental  closet  for  such  items  as  patient-lifts,  wheelchairs, 
walkers,  crutches,  braces,  bed  bicycles  and  all  types  of  springs,  weights 
and  traction  equipment. 

The  Montana  Society  for  Crippled  Children  and  Adults  has  been  interested 
for  several  years  in  developing  various  types  of  diagnostic  treatment  and 
rehabilitation  services  for  handicapped  people,  with  the  principle  interest, 
on  children.  The  Society  has  now  completed  the  Rehabilitation  Center  at 
Great  Falls  which  provides  the  following  facilities  and  services:  speech 

and  audiology;  medical  examination  and  evaluation  rooms;  dental  evaluation 
room;  medical  director's  office;  kitchen  and  dining  facilities;  administra- 
tive offices,  psycho-social  department;  special  education  department  with 
two  classrooms  for  ungraded  physically  handicapped  children  and  one  room 
for  pre-school  children;  children's  functional  gymnasium  and  physical 
therapy  treatment  booths;  a complete  hydrotherapy  department  with  a thera- 
peutic pool,  Hubbard  tank  and  whirlpool  baths;  and  adult  gymnasium  and 
physical  therapy  treatment  booths,  and  occupational  and  pre-vocational 
training  department.  The  Society  is  affiliated  with  the  Yellowstone 
Easter  Seal  Society  in  Billings  for  Speech  and  Hearing  therapy;  as  well 
as  the  mobile  hearing  and  speech  unit  sponsored  by  the  Montana  Elks  Lodges. 

A speech  and  hearing  clinic  is  housed  at  the  University  of  Montana  in 
Missoula  and  some  clinical  services  are  offered  at  Montana  State  College 
in  Bozeman. 

The  State  of  Montana  maintains,  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  a school  for  blind  and  deaf  children  who  are  unable 
to  make  satisfactory  progress  in  the  public  schools.  Children  between 
the  ages  of  6 to  18  are  eligible  for  admittance,  however,  no  student  who 
has  completed  high  school  may  be  enrolled. 
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The  State  Welfare  Department  supervises  rehabilitation  services  for 
the  adult  blind.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  approximately  1,200  blind 
persons  in  the  State  of  which  approximately  50%  are  60  years  of  age  and 
over,  with  approximately  400  receiving  public  assistance.  The  Department 
provides  vocational  rehabilitation  services  to  75  to  100  blind  annually. 
Local  physicians  and  opthalmologists  are  used  on  an  individual  basis  for 
consultative  and  medical  services.  If  it  is  necessary  to  refer  a patient 
to  an  out-of-state  specialist,  it  is  on  the  recommendation  of  the  state 
opthalmologist  supervisor. 

The  Montana  Association  for  the  Blind  sponsors  a six-week  course  at 
Montana  State  College  each  year.  The  course  includes  group  living,  a 
home  teaching  program  and  various  aspects  of  vocational  training. 


PRIORITY 


The  Public  Health  Service  Regulations,  in  Section  53,85  state: 

"Priority  shall  be  given  to  rehabilitation  facility  projects  in  the 
order  of  importance  as  given  below  taking  into  consideration  existing 
rehabilitation  services  in  the  community  and  the  need  for  additional 
services  in  the  community, 

(a)  Facilities  operated  in  connection  with  a university  teaching 
hospital  which  will  provide  an  integrated  program  of  medical,  psychological, 
social,  and  vocational  evaluation  and  services  under  competent  supervision. 

(b)  Facilities  offering  rehabilitation  services  for  multiple  disa- 
bilities in  hospitals  and  medical  facilities  capable  of  sustaining  an 
organized  department  of  physical  medicine  and  rehabilitation. 

(c)  All  other  rehabilitation  facilities." 

While  Montana  does  not  have  a medical  school,  or  a university  teaching 
hospital,  several  units  of  the  Montana  University  System  do  provide 
training  of  para-medical  and  other  professional  personnel.  Applications 
for  rehabilitation  facilities  will  be  considered  for  Butte,  Havre,  Helena, 
Kali  spell.  Miles  City  and  Missoula. 

Prior  to  approval  of  any  application,  need  for  the  facility  must  be 
established  by  supporting  information  covering  all  existing  rehabilitation 
services  in  the  community  to  be  served  and  justification  for  the  additional 
facility  desired. 

The  1965  Amendments  to  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Act  authorize 
Federal  funds  to  help  construct  new  rehabilitation  centers  and  workshops. 

It  also  assists  in  the  acquisition  of  existing  buildings,  and  the  expansion, 
remodeling,  alteration,  and  renovation  of  rehabilitation  facilities  and 
workshops.  Such  projects  may  also  include  assistance  with  the  costs  of 
initial  equipment  and  the  acquisition  of  land.  This  program  is  administered 
in  Montana  by  the  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education.

The  area  has  diversified  industries  including  agriculture,  livestock,  smelting,  flour 
milling,  oil-refining  and  some  manufacturing.  Located  at  Great  Falls  are  the  College  of  Great

METHODS  OF  ADMINISTRATION 


Preparation  and  Publication  of  the  State  Plan 


1,  The  cut-off  date  for  statistics  for  the  bases  of  the  State  Plan  prepara- 
tion and  modification  shall  be  April  1 of  each  calendar  year. 

1.  The  State  Plan  shall  be  developed  in  consultation  with  other  State 

Agencies,  nongovernmental  organizations  or  groups  and  of  public  agencies, 
concerned  with  the  operation,  construction,  or  utilization  of  hospitals 
and  medical  facilities. 

3.  The  State  Plan  will  be  written,  reviewed  by  the  Hospital,  Medical  and 
Related  Facilities  Advisory  Council  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  A general  description  of  the  provisions  included  in  the  Plan 
will  be  published  and  a reasonable  notice  of  a public  hearing  will  be 
given,  at  which  interested  persons  or  organizations  will  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard.  The  public  hearing  will  be  scheduled  in  con- 
junction with  the  Advisory  Council  meeting.  The  State  Plan  will  be 
available  for  public  examination  for  a period  of  at  least  30  days, 

4.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  take  steps  to  insure  publication  of 

a general  description  of  the  State  Plan  in  newspapers  of  general  cir- 
culation throughout  the  State, 

5.  The  State  Plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Surgeon  General  for  review 
and  approval  prior  to  July  1 of  each  calendar  year. 

6.  After  approval  of  the  State  Plan  by  the  Surgeon  General,  it  shall  be 
made  available  to  those  who  would  desire  a copy. 


Establishment  of  the  Project  Construction  Schedule 


Subsequent  to  approval  of  the  State  Plan  by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the 
U.  S,  Public  Health  Service,  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  develop  a project 
construction  schedule  for  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  the  Plan.  Projects  will 
be  included  in  the  project  construction  schedule  giving  consideration  to  the 
following  factors: 

1.  The  priority  of  the  project  as  determined  in  accordance  with 
the  principles  outlined  in  the  State  Plan  for  determination 
of  need. 

2.  The  intent  of  the  sponsoring  agencies  to  begin  construction 
within  a reasonable  length  of  time. 

3.  The  ability  of  the  sponsoring  agency  to  meet  the  financial  re- 
quirements for  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  the 
proposed  facility.  Assurance  must  be  given  that  sufficient  funds 
are  available  for  initial  supplies,  payrolls,  etc.  required  to 
place  the  hospital  in  operation.  In  accordance  with  the  Public 
Health  Service  Regulations,  the  sponsoring  agency  for  a new  project 
must  present  an  operating  budget  to  assure  financial  ability  for 
the  two-year  period  immediately  following  its  completion.

Assurance  must  be  given  by  the  sponsoring  agency  that  the  operating 
organization  or  method  of  operation  has  been  determined,  and  that 
equipment  lists  for  Group  I,  II.  and  III  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Montana  State  Board  of  Health  shortly  after  plans  and  specifications 
have  been  submitted,  or  within  sixty  days  after  awarding  construction 
contracts , 

4.  The  maintenance  of  an  appropriate  balance  in  the  construction  of 
various  categories  of  facilities.  The  balance  between  categories 
in  facilities  need  not  be  reflected  in  each  Project  Construction 
Schedule,  however,  construction  which  is  scheduled  under  the  program 
will  reflect  an  appropriate  balance  between  the  various  categories 
of  facilities. 

5.  In  cases  of  reclassification  of  a facility,  or  facilities,  in  a 
service  area,  or  community  within  a service  area,  from  "conforming" 
to  "non-conforming,"  the  facility  so  classified  will  be  given  a 
reasonable  time,  as  determined  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  to 
signify  its  intention  to  bring  the  facility  into  conformance  ’either 
through  new  construction,  renovation  or  remodeling.  In  the  interim 
period,  no  application  for  financial  assistance  from  other  sponsors 

in  the  service  area,  or  community,  will  be  considered  for  the  replace- 
ment of  the  facility  in  question. 

6.  For  long  term  care  facilities,  when  the  situation,  on  the  basis 
of  administrative  staff  review,  indicates  that  a facility  does 
not  meet  the  intended  criteria  of  the  State  Plan  no  application 
shall  be  approved  until  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Board  of  Health 
on  its  own  merits.  This  vjould  also  apply  to  certifications  for  FHA. 

If  a project  is  removed  from  the  Project  Construction  Schedule  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  the  Schedule  will  be  revised  to  include  the  next  highest  priority 
project  which  meets  the  requirements  for  inclusion.  After  the  approval  of  the 
Schedule,  a project  will  not  be  removed  therefrom  except  when  an  applicant  must 
be  dropped  for  any  of  the  following  reasons; 

1.  Failure  to  submit  required  documents. 

2.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  present  rules  and  regulations,  such 
as  inability  to  meet  the  financial  requirements  or  failure  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications. 

3.  Vol untary  wi thdrawal . 

4.  When  final  hospital  construction  costs  are  determined  through 
opening  of  bids,  and  are  found  to  exceed  the  estimated  costs 
and  the  sponsor  lacks  adequate  funds  to  meet  their  share  of 
the  costs,  the  project  shall  remain  on  the  Schedule  for  the 
balance  of  the  fiscal  year,  but  for  not  less  than  an  additional 
120  days  in  order  to  secure  additional  time  to  obtain  additional 
funds , 
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"S,  Projects  removed  from  the  Schedule  may  be  reinstated  upon  demon- 
stration by  the  sponsor  that  adequate  funds  are  available  in 
accordance  with  provisions  of  the  State  Plan. 

The  fact  that  a project  is  excluded  from  the  Project  Construction  Schedule 
for  any  one  of  several  reasons  will  not  change  the  project  priority  rating,  and 
such  projects  will  be  considered  for  inclusion  in  each  succeeding  Project  Con- 
struction Schedule. 

The  total  amount  of  Federal  funds  allocated  to  projects  listed  on  the 
Construction  Schedule  from  any  one  fiscal  year  will  be  limited  by  the  Federal 
allotment  to  the  State  for  that  particular  fiscal  year. 

Applications  for  Federal  Assistance  under  Public  Law  88-443  must  be  com- 
pleted by  each  sponsor  on  the  prescribed  Public  Health  Service  forms. 


Construction  Standards 


The  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  has  issued  minimum  general  standards 
for  construction  and  equipment  for  new  construction  of  hospitals  and  medical 
facilities.  These  meet  all  minimum  standards  as  set  forth  in  Subpart  N 
(Appendix  A)  as  amended  in  the  PHS  Regulations, 

Until  minimum  standards  for  construction  of  medical  facilities  (other 
than  homes  for  the  aged)  are  promulgated  by  the  Montana  State  Board  of 
Health  the  minimum  standards  as  set  forth  in  Subpart  N,  (Appendix  A)  PHS 
Regulations  shall  apply. 

Copies  of  these  standards  will  be  made  available  to  architect  and  spon- 
sors involved  in  construction. 


Inspection  of  Projects 

1.  When  a request  for  payment  of  an  installment  is  made,  the  State  Board 
of  Health  will  cause  to  be  made  an  inspection  of  the  project  to  deter- 
mine that  services  have  been  rendered,  work  has  been  performed,  and 
purchases  have  been  made  as  claimed  by  the  applicant  and  in  accordance 
with  the  approved  project  application. 

2.  The  State  Board  of  Health  will  make  such  additional  inspections  as 
are  deemed  necessary. 

3.  Reports  of  each  inspection  will  be  retained  in  the  files  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

4.  Files  will  be  maintained  on  all  correspondence  incident  to  inspections 
of  a project. 
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Construction  Payments 


Requests  for  construction  payments  shall  be  submitted  by  applicants  to 
the  State  Board  of  Health  at  the  times  prescribed  by  Section  53.130  of  the 
Public  Health  Service  Regulations,  as  amended.  Under  existing  law  the  State 
is  authorized  to  make  payments  of  Federal  funds  to  all  types  of  eligible 
applicants.  Federal  funds  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer.  The  State 
will  promptly  remit,  or  credit,  any  payments  of  Federal  funds  received  by 
the  State  for  payment  to  applicants  for  approved  construction  projects. 


Maintenance  of  Personnel  Standards  of  State  Agency 


The  Medical  Facilities  Construction  Program  will  be  administered  in 
accordance  with  the  Merit  System  requirements  as  set  forth  in  the  PHS  regu- 
lations, Subpart  M,  and  Health  Grants  Manual,  Part  14rl,  A copy  of  the 
Montana  Merit  System  Regulations  is  on  file  with  the  Public  Health  Service. 


Fiscal  and  Accounting  Procedures 

The  State  Board  of  Health  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  53,131 
of  the  PHS  Regulations  by  maintaining  the  necessary  accounting  records  and 
controls,  and  requiring  applicants  for  Federal  funds  to  maintain  adequate 
fiscal  records  and  controls. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  agrees  that  it  will  retain  on  file  all  docu- 
ments coming  into  its  possession  which  relate  to  any  expenditure  under  the 
Act  as  amended.  In  addition,  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  take  such  steps 
as  are  necessary  to  assure  that  the  applicants  will  retain  all  relevant  and 
supporting  documents  and  will  establish  suitable  property  inventory  records 
covering  all  equipment  of  more  than  nominal  value.  The  State  Board  of  Health 
further  agrees  that  it  will  retain  the  accounting  records,  controls  and  docu- 
ments as  described  above  for  a period  of  at  least  one  year  upon  its  partici- 
pation in  the  program,  and  will  take  necessary  steps  to  assure  that  applicants 
retain  such  documents  for  a period  of  at  least  two  years  after  the  final  pay- 
ment of  Federal  funds. 


Access  to  State  Agency  Records  by  the  Comptroller  General 

The  Surgeon  General  of  the  Public  Health  Service  and  the  Comptroller 
General  of  the  United  States  or  his  duly  authorized  representative  shall 
have  access  for  purposes  of  audit  and  examination  to  all  program  records 
maintained  by  the  State  Agency  in  accordance  with  established  program  re- 
quirements of  the  Surgeon  General. 


Federal  Share  of  the  Cost  of  Each  Construction  Project 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  adopted  40%  as  the  rate  of  Federal  par- 
ticipation for  construction  and  modernization  for  all  categories  during 
the  fiscal  year  1966. 
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Transfer  of  Allotments  to  Another  State 


The  provisions  of  Section  53,92,  Part  53  of  the  Public  Health  Service 
Regulations,  are  made  a part  of  this  plan. 

Transfer  of  Allotments  for  Hoderni zation  to  Another  Category  Within  the  State 

The  provisions  of  Section  53,93,  Part  53  of  the  Public  Health  Service 
Regulations,  are  made  a part  of  this  plan. 


Fai r Hearings 


Upon  petition,  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  provide  an  opportunity  for 
a fair  hearing  before  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  every  applicant  who  has 
requested  Federal  aid  for  construction  of  any  of  the  medical  facilities  in- 
cluded in  the  Act,  and  who  is  dissatisfied  with  any  action  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  regarding  the  application. 

Actions  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  which  entitle  applicants  to  a hearing 
include  the  following: 

1)  Denial  of  opportunity  to  make  formal  application. 

2)  Refusal  to  consider  an  application. 

3)  Rejection  or  disapproval  of  an  application. 

Appeals  from  decisions  or  actions  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  must  be 
made  by  the  appellant,  in  writing,  within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  the  ad- 
verse decision  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

The  appellant  will  be  notified,  in  writing,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
hearing  which  will  be  determined  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  be  reasonably 
convenient  for  the  appellant. 

The  appellant  is  entitled  to  be  represented  by  friends  or  counsel  as  he 
so  desires.  The  appellant  and  other  persons  interested  and  concerned  with  the 
State  Board  of  Health's  decision  are  entitled  to  present  pertinent  evidence  in 
the  way  desired,  subject  to  reasonable  procedures  of  admissibility  and  methods 
of  presentation. 

The  decision  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  be  made,  in  writing,  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  hearing  and  will  be  based  on  the  evidence  pre- 
sented at  the  hearing. 

A record  of  the  hearing  will  be  made,  and  upon  request  of  the  appellant, 
will  be  made  available  for  examination. 


Conflict  in  Interest 


No  full-time  officer  or  employee  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  or  any  firm, 
organization,  corporation,  or  partnership  which  such  officer  or  employee  owns, 
controls,  or  directs,  shall  receive  funds  from  the  applicant,  directly  or  in- 
directly, in  payment  for  services  provided  in  connection  with  the  planning, 
design,  construction  or  equipping  of  any  project  under  this  Plan. 
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Nondiscrimination  Procedures 


No  Person  or  Persons  will  be  denied  admission  to  any  facility  con- 
structed under  this  Plan  because  of  race,  creed,  color,  or  national  origin. 
Further,  no  professionally  qualified  person  or  persons  will  be  denied  staff 
privileges  because  of  race,  creed,  color  or  national  origin,  nor  will  em- 
ployees of  the  facility  be  discriminated  against  for  these  same  reasons. 


Assurances  to  Those  Unable  to  Pay 


Before  a construction  application  for  a facility  under  this  Plan  is 
approved,  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  obtain  assurance  from  the  appli- 
cant that  the  facility  will  furnish  below  cost,  or  without  charge,  a reason- 
able volume  of  services  to  persons  unable  to  pay  therefore. 


Change  of  Status  of  Facility 


In  accordance  with  Public  Health  Service  Regulations,  Section  53.133, 
the  State  agency  shall  promptly  notify  the  Surgeon  General  in  writing,  if  at 
any  time  within  20  years  after  the  completion  of  construction,  any  hospital, 
diagnostic  or  treatment  center,  rehabilitation  facility,  or  long-term  care 
facility  which  received  funds  under  the  Federal  Act  is  transferred  to  any 
person,  agency,  or  organization  not  qualified  to  file  an  application  under 
the  Act  or  not  approved  as  a transferee  by  the  State  agency;  or,  ceases  to 
be  a nonprofit  hospital,  nonprofit  diagnostic  or  treatment  center,  nonprofit 
rehabilitation  facility,  or  nonprofit  long-term  care  facility  as  defined  in 
the  Federal  Act,

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APPENDIX  K 


STANDARDS  OF  OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE 


Section  69-P907  of  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  states 
that  the  State  Board  of  Health,  with  the  advice  of  the  hospital,  medical 
and  related  facilities  advisory  council,  shall  adopt,  amend,  promulgate 
and  enforce  such  rules,  regulations  and  standards  with  respect  to  all  hos- 
pitals and  related  facilities  to  be  licensed  thereunder  as  may  be  designed 
to  further  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  the  law  in  promoting  safe 
and  adequate  care  of  individuals  in  hospitals  and  related  facilities  in 
the  interest  of  public  health,  safety  and  welfare. 

Chapter  162  of  the  1965  Montana  Session  Laws  provides  for  the  inspec- 
tion, licensing  and  regulation  of  long-term  care  facilities  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  Sections  4 and  12  provide  for  the  promulgation  of  minimum 
standards  for  the  construction  and  operation  of  long-term  care  facilities. 

The  Division  of  Medical  Facilities  Certification  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  is  responsible  for  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  stand- 
ards for  the  construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of  hospitals,  medical 
and  related  facilities.  Representatives  of  the  division  routinely  visit, 
inspect  and  license  these  facilities  and  furnish  consultation  education 
as  may  be  required. 

Standards  applicable  for  licensing  are: 

1,  Montana  Licensing  Law  and  Standards  for  Hospitals  and  Related  Insti- 
tutions and  Amendments  thereto. 

Original  standards  were  adopted  October  15,  1947  and  became  effective 
October  15,  1947.  Revised  standards  were  adopted  May  28,  1954,  with  the 
effective  date  being  July  1,  1954,  The  present  draft  includes  amendments 
and  Board  action  to  July  1,  1963.  Subsequent  revisions  to  date  appear  as 
amendments  to  the  standards. 

2,  Montana  Licensing  Law  and  Standards  for  Homes  for  the  Aged,  1960  in- 
cluding September  8,  1962  Amendments, 

These  standards  were  originally  developed  under  the  Homes  for  the  Aged 
Licensing  Law,  Chapter  192,  1947  Montana  Session  Laws,  approved  March  5, 
1947,  effective  July  1,  1947,  amended  by  Chapter  243,  1959  Montana  Session 
Laws.  Original  standards  were  adopted  October  15,  1947  and  became  effec- 
tive on  the  same  date.  Revised  standards  were  adopted  November  7,  1959 
and  became  effective  on  adoption,  except  for  homes  making  renewal,  or  new, 
applications  through  November  7,  1959,  effective  date  July  1,  1960,  The 
present  printing  includes  amendments  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
on  September  8,  1962,  Subsequent  amendments  were  issued  on  August  23,  1963 
and  the  title  changed  from  "Montana  Licensing  Law  and  Standards  for  Homes 
for  the  Aged"  to  "Long-Term  Care  Facility  Standards"  with  further  amendments 
by  action  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  on  March  27,  1965,  effective  July  1, 
1965,  These  standards  will  apply  until  new  standards  are  promulgated  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  162,  Montana  Session  Laws,  1965,

AN  ACT  TO  DEFINE  LONG-TERM  CARE  FACILITY  FOR  ILL,  INFIRM  OR  AGED  PERSONS;

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH;  PROVIDING  FOR  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  STANDARDS  FOR 
PHYSICAL  PLANT,  STAFF  AND  OPERATION  OF  SUCH  FACILITIES;  PROVIDING  PROCE- 
DURES FOR  ISSUANCE,  DENIAL  OR  REVOCATION  OF  LICENSE  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE 
AND  JUDICIAL  REVIEW  THEREOF;  MAKING  UNLICENSED  OPERATION  OF  SUCH  FACILITY 
UNLAWFUL  AND  PROVIDING  PENALTIES  THEREFOR;  PROVIDING  AN  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 
TO  ASSIST  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH;  PROVIDING  FOR  CONTINUATION  OF  EXISTING 
REGULATIONS  UNTIL  REGULATIONS  UNDER  THIS  ACT  ARE  ADOPTED,  PUBLISHED  AND 
DISTRIBUTED;  PROVIDING  A SEVERABILITY  CLAUSE;  AND  REPEALING  SECTIONS 
69-2401,  69-2402,  69-2403,  69-2404,  69-2405,  AND  69-2406,  R.C.M.,  1947. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA; 

Section  1.  Definition  of  terms.  "Long-term  care  facility"  means  a 
private  institution,  building,  residence  or  other  place,  whether  operated 
for  profit  or  not,  which  provides,  through  its  operation  or  management, 
nursing,  personal  care,  or  maintenance,  or  combinations  thereof  to  four 
or  more  persons  who,  by  reason  of  illness  or  physical  infirmity,  are  un- 
able to  properly  care  for  themselves,  or  provides  sheltered  care  to  four 
or  more  aged  persons  who  require  such  shelter,  and  are  not  related  to  the 
operator  by  blood  or  marriage,  and  includes: 

(1)  "Nursing  home,"  being  a facility  furnishing  skilled  nursing  care 
and  related  services  to  residents, 

(2)  "Personal  care  home,"  being  a facility  providing  personal  care 
and  services  to  residents  not  in  need  of  skilled  nursing  care, 

(3)  "Boarding  home,"  being  a facility  providing  only  maintenance 
and  sheltered  care  to  residents,  and, 

(4)  combinations  of  nursing  home,  personal  care  home,  and  boarding 

home. 


"Long-term  care  facility"  does  not  include:  (a)  a home,  institution, 

or  other  place  operated  by  the  United  States  or  any  agency  thereof,  or  by 
the  state  of  Montana  or  a political  subdivision  thereof. 

(b)  any  hospital,  medical  facility  or  related  facility  required  to  be 
licensed  under  Chapter  29  of  Title  69,  R.C.M.,  1947,  or  amendments  thereto. 

(c)  a hospital,  sanitarium  or  other  institution  whose  principal 
activity  or  business  is  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from 
mental  or  nervous  disease, 

(d)  hotels,  motels,  boarding  houses,  rooming  houses  or  similar 
accommodations.

"Person"  means  a natural  person  or  persons,  firm,  partnership,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation. 

"Board"  means  the  state  board  of  health  of  the  state  of  Hontana. 

"Resident"  means  a person  admitted  to  a home  as  a patient  or  for 
personal  or  sheltered  care. 

"Welfare"  means  the  enjoyment  of  health  and  the  common  blessings  of 

life. 


Section  2.  License  required.  No  person  shall  open,  conduct,  manage, 
or  maintain  a long-term  care  facility  without  a license  from  the  state  board 
of  health. 

Section  3,  Application  for  license,  form  and  content.  Application  to 
conduct  and  operate  a long-term  care  facility  shall  be  made  to  the  state 
board  of  health  in  writing  on  forms  furnished  by  it  fifteen  (15)  days  prior 
to  the  proposed  opening,  and  annually  thereafter.  Each  application  for  such 
license  shall  be  accompanied  by  a license  fee  of  twenty  dollars  ($20.00), 
which,  If  the  license  is  granted  shall  be  retained  and  deposited  in  the  state 
treasury,  or,  if  the  application  be  denied  the  fee  shall  be  returned  to  the 
applicant.  The  application  shall  contain  (a)  the  name  and  address  of  the 
applicant  if  an  individual,  and  1f  a firm,  partnership  or  association,  of 
every  member  thereof,  and  in  the  case  of  a corporation,  the  name  and  address 
thereof  and  of  its  officers; 

(b)  the  location  of  the  facility  for  which  a license  is  sought: 

(c)  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  under  whose  management  or  super- 
vision the  facility  will  be  conducted; 

(d)  the  number  and  type  of  residents  for  which  maintenance,  care,  or 
nursing  is  to  be  provided;  and 

(e)  such  Information  relating  to  the  number,  experience,  and  training 
of  the  employees  of  the  facility  as  the  board  may  require. 

Section  4.  Minimum  standards  for  physical  plant  and  staff.  The  board 
shall  prescribe  and  publish  minimum  standards  for  all  facilities,  distin- 
guishing between  those  for  residents  requiring  nursing  care,  only  personal  care, 
only  sheltered  care,  and  facilities  providing  combinations  of  types  of  care. 
These  standards  shall  relate  to: 

(a)  location  and  construction  of  the  facility,  including  plumbing, 
heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  and  other  housing  conditions  which  inure 
to  the  health,  safety,  and  comfort  of  residents  and  their  protection  from 
fire  hazards,  provided  that  in  all  non-fire-resistant  homes  two  stories  or 
more  in  height  with  ten  or  more  residents,  automatic  sprinkler  systems  ac- 
ceptable to  the  State  Fire  Marshal  shall  be  installed,  with  said  State  Fire 
Marshal  to  issue  for  the  information  and  use  of  the  board,  certificates  of 
compliance  with  fire  regulations  and  standards  applicable  to  the  facilities. 

(b)  numbers  and  qualifications  of  personnel,  including  managerial  and 
nursing  personnel,  having  responsibility  for  care  given  to  residents. 
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(c)  sanitary  conditions  in  the  facility  and  its  grounds  including 
water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  food  handling,  laundries  and  general  hygiene 
inuring  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  residents. 

(d)  diet  based  on  good  nutritional  practice,  the  needs  of  residents 
and  recommendations  of  the  resident's  attending  physician. 

(e)  fixtures  and  equipment  essential  to  the  health  and  safety  of 
residents . 

Section  5.  Investigation  and  inspection  by  the  board;  term  of  license. 
Upon  receipt  of  application  for  license  hereunder,  the  board  shall  cause 
an  inspection  of  premises  to  be  used  for  such  facility  to  be  made  by  its 
authorized  representative,  and  if  satisfied  that  minimum  standards  are  met 
and  that  the  applicant  and  proposed  staff  are  qualified,  shall  issue  a 
license  to  operate  for  a period  of  one  year.  A provisional  license  for  a 
period  of  less  than  one  year  may  be  issued  by  the  board  in  its  discretion 
when  it  determines  that  operation  of  a facility  prior  to  qualification  for 
regular  license  will  not  result  in  undue  hazard  to  residents  thereof  or 
the  demand  for  such  facility  accommodations  are  not  otherwise  reasonably 
met  in  the  community  at  the  time  of  application. 

Inspection  will  be  conducted  annually  upon  receipt  of  application  for 
renewal  of  license  and  may  be  conducted  at  such  other  times  as  deemed 
necessary  for  reported  violations  of  this  act  or  minimum  standards,  rules 
or  regulations  adopted  to  implement  this  act. 

Section  6.  Denial  of  license.  An  application  for  license  may  be  re- 
fused on  any  of  the  following  grounds:  (a)  failure  to  meet  minimum 

standards  prescribed  under  Section  4 hereof. 

(b)  nursing  or  other  staff  personnel  insufficient  in  number  or  not 
licensed  as  required  by  law,  or  unqualified  by  lack  of  training  or  experience 
properly  to  care  for  proposed  number  and  type  of  residents, 

(c)  conviction  of  a felony  as  shown  by  certified  copy  of  the  judicial 
record  of  conviction  of  the  applicant  or  of  any  of  its  members  or  officers 
or  of  a person  designated  to  manage  or  supervise  the  facility,  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  that  the  applicant,  manager  or  supervisor  of  the  fa- 
cility possesses  traits  of  character  inimical  to  the  health  and  safety  of 
residents . 


(d)  financial  inability  to  operate  and  conduct  the  facility  in  accord 
with  the  requirements  of  this  act  and  the  minimum  standards,  rules  and 
regulations  adopted  thereunder,  affecting  the  health,  welfare  and  well 
being  of  the  residents. 

Section  7.  Revocation  of  license.  A license  may  be  revoked,  or  a 
renewal  thereof  denied  for  any  of  the  following  reasons:  (a)  cruelty  or 

indifference  to  the  welfare  of  the  residents; 

(b)  misappropriation  of  the  property  or  funds  of  the  resident; 

(c)  conversion  of  the  property  of  the  resident  without  his  consent; 
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(d)  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  law  or  of  the  minimum 
standards,  rules,  or  regulation  of  the  board  promulgated  thereunder; 

(e)  any  ground  upon  which  an  application  for  a license  may  be  denied 
as  prescribed  in  Section  6 hereof. 

Section  8.  Notice,  hearing  and  judicial  review.  The  board,  after 
notice  and  opportunity  for  hearing  to  the  applicant  of  licensee,  is 
authorized  to  deny,  suspend  or  revoke  a license  in  any  case  in  which  it 
finds  that  there  has  been  a substantial  failure  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments established  under  this  law.  Such  notice  shall  be  effected  by  regis- 
tered mail,  or  by  personal  service  setting  forth  the  particular  reasons 
for  the  proposed  action  and  fixing  a date  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  date  of  such  mafling  or  service,  at  which  the  applicant  or  licensee 
shall  be  given  an  opportunity  for  a prompt  and  fair  hearing.  On  the  basis 
of  any  such  hearing,  or  upon  default  of  the  applicant  or  licensee  the  board 
shall  make  a determination  specifying  its  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions 
of  law.  A copy  of  such  determination  shall  be  sent  by  registered  mail  or 
served  personally  upon  the  applicant  or  licensee.  The  decision  revoking, 
suspending  or  denying  the  license  or  application  shall  become  final  thirty 
(30)  days  after  it  is  so  mailed  or  served,  unless  the  applicant  or  licensee 
within  such  thirty  (30)  days  period,  commences  an  action  in  the  district 
court,  pursuant  to  this  section.  The  procedure  governing  hearings  authorized 
by  this  section  shall  be  in  accordance  with  rules  promulgated  by  the  board 
with  the  advice  of  the  advisory  council.  A full  and  complete  record  shall 
be  kept  of  all  proceedings,  and  all  testimony  shall  be  reported  but  need 
not  be  transcribed  unless  the  decision  is  reviewed  pursuant  to  this  section. 

A copy  or  copies  of  the  transc_ript  may  be  obtained  by  any  interested  party 
on  payment  of  the  cost  of  preparing  such  copy  or  copies.  Witnesses  may  be 
subpoenaed  by  either  party. 

Any  applicant  or  licensee  of  the  state  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of 
the  board  after  a hearing,  may,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  mailing  or 
serving  of  notice  of  the  decision  as  provided  in  this  section,  commence  an 
action  In  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  long  term  care  faci- 
lity is  located  or  to  be  located,  by  the  filing  of  a verified  complaint 
against  the  board  as  defendant,  and  summons  shall  issue  and  all  further  pro- 
ceedings be  conducted  as  in  the  case  of  ordinary  civil  actions.  The  board 
shall,  upon  filing  its  answer,  certify  and  file  therewith  in  the  Court  wherein 
the  action  is  pending  a certified  copy  of  the  record  and  decision,  including 
the  complete  transcript  of  the  hearings  on  which  the  decision  is  based. 
Findings  of  fact  by  the  board  shall  be  conclusive  unless  substantially  con- 
trary to  the  weight  of  the  evidence,  or  unless  in  conflict  with  law,  but 
upon  good  cause  shown  the  court  may  remand  the  case  to  the  board  to  take 
further  evidence,  and  the  board  may  thereupon  affirm,  reverse  or  modify  its 
decision.  The  court  may  affirm,  modify  or  reverse  the  decision  of  the  board 
and  either  the  applicant  or  licensee  or  the  board  or  state  may  apply  for 
such  further  review  by  appeal  or  otherwise,  as  is  provided  by  law.  Pending 
final  disposition  of  the  matter  the  status  quo  of  the  applicant  or  licensee 
shall  be  preserved,  except  as  the  court  otherwise  orders  in  the  public 
interest. 
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Section  9.  Facility  to  be  open  for  inspection.  Premises  proposed 
for  use  as  a facility  by  an  applicant  for  license,  and  premises  used  as 
a facility  by  a licensee  shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  inspec- 
tion by  the  board  or  its  authorized  agents.  The  applicant  or  licensee 
shall  furnish  to  the  board  or  its  agent  such  information,  opportunity  for 
observation,  and  access  to  records  as  the  proper  enforcement  of  this  act 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  implementary  thereof  require. 

Section  10,  Records  and  reports.  Every  licensee  shall  keep  such 
records  and  make  such  reports  as  the  board  shall  prescribe  under  this 
act.  An  annual  report  containing  statistical  and  informational  data 
shall  be  submitted  by  each  licensee  for  the  preceeding  calendar  year 
not  later  than  January  31  of  each  year.  Such  report  shall  be  submitted 
on  forms  supplied  by  the  board. 

Section  11,  Expiration  of  license;  renewal;  display;  prohibition 
of  transfer,  A license  shall  expire  one  (1)  year  after  date  of  issuance 
unless  renewed  or  unless  specifically  issued  for  a lesser  period.  The 
expiration  date  shall  be  clearly  shown  on  each  license.  The  license  shall 
be  displayed  in  a conspicuous  place  inside  the  facility  near  the  place 
where  residents  are  admitted.  A license  shall  be  valid  only  in  the  hands 
of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  sale, 
assignment  or  other  transfer,  voluntary  or  involuntary,  nor  shall  a 
license  be  valid  for  any  premises  other  than  those  for  which  originally 
Issued,  Upon  discontinuance  of  the  operation  of  the  facility  or  transfer 
of  ownership  the  license  shall  be  returned  to  the  board  for  cancellation. 

Section  12.  Operational  rules  and  regulations.  In  addition  to  the 
authority  to  prescribe  minimum  standards,  the  board  shall  adopt  and  en- 
force rules  and  regulations  concerning  tiie  operation  and  conduct  of 
long-term  care  facilities,  and  the  care,  treatment  and  maintenance  of 
residents  therein  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
health  and  welfare  of  residents.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  relate 
to:  (a)  age  and  physical  requirements  for  admission; 

(b)  records  of  resident's  medical  history,  funds,  property  and 
contract  with  the  operator; 

(c)  medical  supervision  and  resident  care  including  use  of  physical 
restrai nts ; 

(d)  reporting  of  contagious  disease,  epidemic  outbreak  or  food 
poisoning; 

(e)  administration,  storage  and  handling  of  medications , narcotics, 
barbiturates  and  compressed  gases; 

(f)  visiting  hours  and  areas. 

Section  13.  Residents  relying  on  treatment  by  spiritual  means. 

Nothing  in  tins  law  or  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  pursuant  thereto 
shall  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  medical  supervision,  regulation,  or 
control  of  the  remedial  care  or  treatment  of  residents  in  any  facility  con- 
ducted for  those  who  rely  upon  treatment  by  prayer  or  spiritual  means  in 
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accordance  with  the  creed  or  tenets  of  any  well  recognized  church  or 
religious  denomination.  A license  is  required  and  all  remaining  rules 
and  regulations  and  minimum  standards  shall  apply. 

Section  14.  Penalties,  The  opening  or  operation  of  a long-term  care 
facility  as  herein  defined  without  a license  therefore,  or  in  violation 
of  any  provision  of  this  law  or  any  minimum  standard,  rule,  regulation 
or  order  entered  by  the  state  board  of  health  thereunder  shall  be  a mis- 
demeanor punishable,  upon  conviction,  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  the  first  offense  and  not  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300)  for  each  subsequent  offense,  and  each  day  of  a 
continuing  violation  after  conviction  shall  be  considered  a separate 
offense. 

Section  15.  Advisory  council.  The  governor  shall  appoint  a long- 
term care  facility  advisory  council  to  consult  with  the  board  in  matters 
of  policy  and  in  the  development  and  revision  of  rules,  regulations  and 
standards  affecting  the  administration  of  this  act.  The  council  shall  con- 
sist of  the  executive  officer  of  the  board,  who  shall  serve  as  chairman 
ex  officio,  the  state  director  of  public  welfare,  ex  officio,  one  (1) 
individual  of  recognized  ability  in  the  field  of  nongovernment  hospital 
administration,  one  (1)  licensed  physician,  two  (2)  individuals  of  recog- 
nized experience  in  the  operation  of  facilities  providing  nursing  or  per- 
sonal or  sheltered  care  to  ill,  infirm  or  aged  persons,  one  (1)  registered 
professional  nurse  and  two  (2)  individuals  with  broad  civic  interests  gen- 
erally and  a special  interest  in  the  health  and  welfare  of  persons  in  need 
of  the  services  of  long-term  care  facilities. 

Each  appointed  member  shall  serve  for  a term  of  one  (1)  to  three  (3) 
years  as  designated  by  the  governor  in  his  appointment.  In  designating 
the  duration  of  appointments  the  governor  shall  endeavor  to  avoid  expira- 
tion of  more  than  three  (3)  of  the  appointees'  terms  in  any  twelve  (12) 
month  period. 

The  advisory  council  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  chairman.  At  the 
request  of  any  four  (4)  of  the  appointed  members,  the  chairman  shall  call 
a meeting  of  the  council. 

The  members  shall  serve  without  compensation  other  than  per  diem  at 
the  rate  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  per  day  and  mileage  at  the  rate  of  eight 
cents  (8d)  per  mile  in  lieu  of  reimbursement  for  actual  expenditures  made 
in  the  course  of  their  duties  and  that  cost  for  such  meetings  come  from  the 
state  board  of  health. 

Section  16.  Effective  date  of  regulations.  The  minimum  standards  and 
rules  and  regulations  heretofore  prescribed  by  the  board  under  Section  69-2405, 
R.C.M,  1947,  as  amended,  shall  remain  in  effect  until  minimum  standards  and 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  under  this  act  shall  have  been  published  by 
the  board  and  copies  thereof  transmitted  to  all  then  current  applicants  and 
1 i censees . 
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Section  17.  Repeal  of  existing  statutes.  Sections  69-2401,  69-2402, 
69-2403,  69-2404,  69-2405,  and  69-2406,  R.C.M.,  1947,  are  repealed. 

Section  18.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  legislative  assembly  that  if  a 
part  of  this  act  is  invalid,  all  valid  parts  that  are  severable  from  the 
invalid  part  remain  in  effect.  If  a part  of  this  act  is  invalid  in  one  or 
more  of  its  applications,  the  part  remains  in  effect  in  all  valid  applica- 
tions that  are  severable  from  the  invalid  applications.

DETERMINATION  OF  AREA  BED  NEED 
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SUMMARY  OF  CONSTRUCTION  PROGRAM 


Under  the  provisions  of  Title  VI  of  the  Public  Health  Service  Act 
enacted  in  1946,  Federal  funds  have  been  allocated  annually  to  the  States 
and  made  available  to  local  public  and  nonprofit  sponsors  on  a national 
basis  for  survey  of  existing  hospitals  and  for  construction  of  hospitals 
and  public  health  centers.  Part  C of  the  Act  pertained  to  the  construc- 
tion of  hospitals  and  related  facilities. 

The  lav/  required  that  a single  state  agency  be  designated  to  ad- 
minister the  program  and  that  a state  advisory  council  be  appointed. 

Prior  to  receiving  Federal  funds  for  construction,  each  state  must 
develop  a State  Plan  for  construction  based  on  standards  and  definitions 
set  forth  in  the  Act  and  the  Public  Health  Service  Regulations,  and  on 
specific  needs  within  the  State  as  determined  by  surveys  of  existing 
facilities.  It  is  required  that  this  Plan  be  revised  each  year  to  re- 
flect changing  conditions,  refinements  in  planning,  and  to  include  all 
new  construction  of  hospital  facilities.  This  part  of  the  previous  Plans 
under  the  original  Act  was  referred  to  throughout  the  Plan  as  "Part  C."
